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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-5, 8, 10-15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Svardsjo (5,907,481). 

Svardsjo disclose a double-ended isolated DC-DC converter in Fig. 2. A bridge 
converter, input voltage source (Vin), primary switching circuit (Q1 and Q2), transformer 
(TR1), rectifying circuit (Q3 and Q4), a primary control circuit (SC), a secondary control 
circuit (SC), primary control circuit (SC) provides zero voltage switching phase shifted 
control over the switching circuit (Q1 and Q2). primary control circuit (SC) biased by 
voltage from the input side (Vp) and voltage from the output side (Vs), rectifying circuit 
(Q3 and Q4) provides an output voltage (Vo), for the converter, the rectifying circuit 
includes two synchronous rectifiers, first rectifying switch (Q3 ) and second rectifying 
switch (Q4 ), control circuit (CC) monitors the load or output voltage (Vo). See col. 4, 
line 51 to col. 6, line 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6, 7, 9 and 16 are allowed over the cited prior art. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5, 8, 10-15 and 17-20 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
